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D.O.C. NEWS 


A recommendation has been made by the Amateur Radio VHF repeater 
Advisory Council to use the upper portion of the 10 meter band 


for repeater operation as follows: 


29.52 - 29.58 MHZ - Repeater inputs 
29.60 - - simplex operation 
29.62 - 29.28 MHZ - Repeater outputs 


There is no repeater operation proposed below 29.5 MHZ, in order 
to protect Oscar satellite output at 29.4 - 29.5 MHZ and the Radio- 
sport satellite sub-band at 29.3 - 29.4 MHZ. 


This 10 meter band allocation has been implemented in the USA and 
the D.O.C. has been asked to amend amateur repeater po;icy to 


permit this proposed operation in Canada. 


Prior to implementing the policy change the Department will be 
consultind with Canadian Amateurs through their national associations 
to determine if there is general support for the proposal to use 
repeaters in the 10 metre band.

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In keeping with this publications known penchant for education, we 
reproduce here the latest version of a chart some of our old timers have 
been using for a while. This chart is specially designed to permit the quick 
conversion of cycles per second into their metric equivalent, termed "Hertz". 

This chart is given in units of cycles per second, however, due to the 
particular care taken in its preparation it can be utilized for higher freq- 

cies. By adding the appropriate number of zeros to c.p.s. this highly 
accurate chart can still be utlized. When 3 zeros are added to c.p.s. read 
the Hertz as "Kilohertz". If 6 zeros are added to c.p.s. read the Hertz as 
"Megahertz". No other adjustment is needed with this magnificently useful
